Hie father was 
Spanish ambassador to the court of 
St, James when the future cardinal 
was born in London tn 1865 That 
post is now held by the Cardinal's 
brother, Alphonso Merry Del Val.

At 34, he was ordained, and retained 
at the vatican on apecial service for 
Pope Leo XIII.

Succeeding Cardinal Rampolia as 
pontifical secretary of state in Octo- 
ber of 1903, Merry Del Val, then titu- 
lar archbishop cf Nicosia, was pre- 
conised cardinal. His te of office 
ended with the death of Pius X, 11 
years leter, Benedict XV, who had 
for a time been hig subordinate as- 
sistant secretary of state, made him 
archpriest of the vatioan basilica. He 
is 56 years old, 

CARDINAL MAFFI 

Pietro Cardinal Maffi, archbishop 
of Pisa, ta 2ald to be the first news- 
paper man ever ejeated to the Sacred 
College. He gave up his journelistic 
work ehortly after attaining the 
Priesthood and became a physicist and 
astronomer. of international reputa- 
tion. His writings, however, he con- 
tinued, several novels being of his 
authorship. One of these is “The Vil- 
lage Hawks." 

Born in Lombard in 1858, Pietro 
Maffi wrote for local newspapers and 
was correspondent for the journals of 
Rome and of several foreign capitals 
during his studies for the priesthood. 
After ordination he turned to science, 
and was made Professor of Physics 
and Natural sciences at Pisa Seminary, 
where he built an observatory. While 
at the seminary he owne4’ and edited 
a weekly paper, Il Ticino. 

The appointment of Monsignor 
Maffi to the See of Tuscany was the 
last episcopal nomination made by 
Pope Leo XIII.
